GENERAL OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

Ammunition— Shoots all 21 long rifle ammunition, regular or 
hi-speed. 

Safety- The Safety button (43) is located at the rear of the 
trigger guard Slide Safely button from left to right to lock 
in "safe" position. Slide Safety button from right to left for 
"fire"' position. When Safety button is in "fire" position, a band 
of red appears on the button, indicating the nils ts ready lo fire. 



OPERATION 

To Load- Grasp marine cap (31) and turn counterclockwise 
to release. Wilhdraw inner magazine tube from ouler magazine 
lube until the loading part in outer marine tube is open. Load 
from one to 15 cartridges in loading port, then push inner maga- 
zine tube back into position and fock. 

Chamber may now be loaded by puffing- cocking hand (41) 
to ils extreme rear position and allowing it to go forward to 
dosed position. After toadmg chamber, one more cartridge may 
be fed into the magazine for full fire load of 16 shot?. 

The gun may now be fired by pulling the trigger. Only one shot 
will fire with each pull of the lugger. Trigger must bo released 
3nd pulled again for each additional shot. 

ALWAYS keep fiifJe on Safe until you are ready to fire it. 
To Unload-Put fitlle on "Sate". Remove inner magazine tube 
and point muzzle down so that cartridges wtl{ slide out of mag- 
azine tube. Retract bolt to eilract round in chamber. Check 
magazine throat before closing bolt lo make sure there is not an 
additional cartridge in position to feed into chamber. 

Replace inner magazine tube, then open and close the bolt 
several times while looking in the ejection port to make sure 
there are no cartridges in the magazine, and that the chamber is 
empty. 



Alwa/s treat the rtflc as if it were loaded, even when you are 
sure it is empty. 

To Disassemble- Check ntle to make sure il is not loaded- 
Remover inner magazine tube (33). Remove forearm screw (IB). 
Remove forearm. Drive out pin (65). Pull back coding handle to 
extreme rear. With bolt in this position, trigger guard assembly 
can be removed by pulling out just forward of the trigger guard. 
Bolt can then be removed by pulling back slightly on the cocking 
handle and pulling bolt out thiu boltom of receiver. Bolt spring 
assembly (41) may now be removed easily. To function proper- 
ly, moving parls should be kept clean and free of powder resi- 
due and otled very lightly. 

We do not recommend disassembly beyond this pom!. e*cept 
by qualified persons or gunsmiths, 

Do not pull trigger while trigger guard is removed from rifle 
as this puis undue slrain on hammer and hammer stop pin. 

Reassemble rille by reversing the above procedure. 

Siehting^Your rifle has been sighted at the factory to hi! point 
of aim at 50 yards. We recommend that you sight -in your rifle per- 
sonally to compensate for 3 possible difference in sighting vision. 
The rear s : ght is adjustable for both windage and elevation.

To disassemble the Courier .22 beyond the point described 
under "General Operating Instructions," the rifle should 
be brought to a qualified gunsmith, as would be done with 
any fine firearm.
